BUCKEYE STATESMEN. 


Of 


Organization of the Ohio Legislature— 


The Election Cases from Hamilton Coun- 
ty the Firat Snug Struck. 
COLOMBUS, 0., Jan. 5.—The Legislature 


organized in both branches yesterday by 
selecting the caucus nominees—John Entre- 
kin for Speakership of the House and Sen 
ator O'Neill for President o! the Senate 
pro tern. The Governor's message, treat- 
ing in detail of the public works and insti- 
tutions of the State, was read in only one 
brancfc, on ing to the time being taken up 
in the consideration of the Cincinnati cases. 
Both halls were crowded with spectators, 
prominent among those present being gen- 
tlemen who are looking after the interests 
of Senator Sherman. 


The House adopted a resolution referring 


the election returns on representations 
from Hamilton County to the Committee 
on Privileges And Elections, to investigate 
and report by resolution as early as pos- 
sible. The committee is given power to 
send for persons and papers. The Demo- 
cratic members from Hamilton County 
now occupying seats are privileged to ap- 
pear before the committee and produce 
testimony to maintain their right to seats. 


The most of the afternoon was spent in 


the discussion of the resolution. The Re- 
publican members do not claim that an in- 
vestigation or contest is proposed in the 
resolution, but an examination of the face 
of the returns, with a. view to making a 
prima-facie case against the Democrat- 
ic members 
who 
presented 
certifi- 


cates and were sworn in. There is a 
division of opinion as to whether the ex- 
amination will be deliberate, or whether a re- 
port will be made in the next week or two. 
The only political significance in an early 
report would be to seat the ten Republican 
members, if that should bo the finding of 
the committee, and thus increase the vote 
which will be cast for Senator Sherman for 
re-election. 


FRANCE'S NEW PREMIER. 


De Froyclnet Consents to Forua a New 


Cabinet—Hit Policy la Reform and Re- 
trenchment— Biographical. 
PARIS, Jan. 5.—M. de Freycinet has con- 


duced to form a new Cabinet and ie now 
engaged in the task of selecting tlie mem- 
bers. His programme includes a reform of 
the budget, reform of the Administration 
and the organization of a system of gov- 
ernment in Annam and Tonquin reducing 
the protectorate to the smallest necessary 
limits. 


Several members of the late Ministry will 


accept portfolios in the Cabinet of M. de 
Freycinet. It is probable that the only new 
Mimslepswill beM. Constans as Minister of 
.the Interior; M. Spullcr, Minister of Public 
Instruction and General Davout as Minis- 
ter of War. 


[Charles Louis de Saulcos de Freycinet was 
born at I'oix November 14. !«•<. He was edu- 
cated as an engineer, ami was employed by 
the Government, on his graduation from the 
polytechnic school in l-*4>, on several impor- 
tant pubhc works, lie was en^aKed altei ward 
in railroad construction HI France, and later 
by the Government in various scientific and in- 
dusrriui missions in France and in otlierconn- 
tries. After the revolution he was made i'refect 
atFarn-et-Garouue. When Gamlietta became 
Minister of War he chose DC Freycinet tt§ his 
delegate and instructed him with the sumeme 
control of the department 
M De Fre} cinet 
waa elected Senator by the Ueparuneu^ of the 
Seme in 1ST8. 
He held the portfolio ot._Pnh, 
lit WU.KO .11 me uurnure Mlnistr> of 1877and 
in the Wacldmirton Ministry of 1*7!)

Mine operators assert that 
during the four-months' strike Pittsburgh 
has lost its

markets, and can only regain it by under- 
bidding all competitors. It is estimated 
that the 7,000 miners engaged in the strike 
lost in wages nearly $2,000,000. The loss 
to the operators in damage to tipplee, roll- 
ing stock, barges, etc., by the long idleness 
can not be estimated.

The warrants include news- 
paper publishers, liverymen and street-car 
company officials.

and the son who was shot and thrown into 
the lake, and also the assassination of 
Frank Knoch and his ^if«' and two chil- 
dren, whose bodies were burned in their 
homes two weeks ago, are stilt mysteries. 
There is much speculation as to whether 
Mrs. Knoch was really troubled in mind by 
any guilty knowledge of how the murders 
were committed, and as to whethir she was 
about to confess when the Imud of death 
was laid upon her.

A stranger visiting Decatnr would 


have bat slight conception of its mul- 
tifarious manufacturing industries, 
88 there are tall brick chimneys or 
smoke stacks peeping cut from nearly 
every nook and corner within its 
limits, and it requires close observa- 
tion on the part of THE KEVIEW re- 
porter in his rounds, to not overlook 
some of the many factories or shops 
located even to the outmost borders 
of the city. 
. 
Such in fact was the case in regard 


to finding these machine shops, being 
located about one-half mile north of 
the Union depot on the corner of 
Herkimer and Clayton streets, a por- 
tion of the city, which has sprang up 
like magic, where only a year or so 
ago there was but an open prairie 
dotted with a few small tenement 
houses. 
. 
Mr Robert Fanes, proprietor of 


these shops, was formerly the founder 
of the Decatur Novelty works, located 
on Morgan street. In 1882 he com- 
menced operations where he^is now 
situated. The building is a new 
brick structure, two stories, and con- 
veniently commodious for the busi- 
ness. It is supplied with an elevator 
for the convenience of conveying 
wares from one floor to another. 
These shops are engaged in manu- 
facturing everything belonging to the 
hardware line, special machinery, and 
repairing. 
It also manufactures 


check-rowers and makes a specialty 
of manufacturing and famishing the 
trade with check-rower wire. The 
first floor is ntillized mainly for the 
latter purpose, all the machinery of 
which was invented and constructed 
by Mr. Faries. The second floor is 
devoted to various machinery use, 
wood work, etc. 
In the busy season, about twentj 


men are given employment in this in- 
stStntion. and it is supplied with two 
eight-horse power engines. The en- 
tire building is heated by steam, and 
other conveniences are in due har- 
mony. 


CAKBIAGE AND BOAD CAST FACTORT, 


Wayne & Anderson proprietors. This 
industry was established in the fall 
of 1878, and is situated on the corner 
of Water and Cerro Gordo streets. 
The building is a substantial threp- 
story brick structure, and 50 by 65 
feet on the ground; besides a black 
smith shop which i» twenty feet front 
and extends the whole length of the 
building. 
This is a live, wide-awake business 


firm, who handle from eeven to eight 
hundred vehicles annually, the prod- 
n(*+a nfjebinh. is estimated to be worth 
about fBO,OOu.

THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 5.—

Senator Logan introduced bills to 


provide for the adjustment of the ac- 
counts of laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics arising under the eight-hour 
law; also, to confer military rank on 
telegraph operators in the military 
service -, also to inquire into the in- 
tellectual and mechanical progress of 
the colored people since 1865. 


Senator Morgan introduced a bill 


for the substitution of silver dollars 
in place of gold coin and currency in 
several reserve funds held in the 
treasury. 


A resolution introduced by Senator 


Hoar requesting the presideat to ex- 
tend extradition treaties to cover em- 
bezzlement and like breaches of trust, 
was referred to the committee on for- 
eign relations.
